Roosevelt Explains

Terms of 
Registration of 
October 16 


m WASHINGTON ,-(/P)- 
President 


Roosevelt 
after 
signing the con- 


scription bill Monday afternoon gave 
the following analysis of the mea- 
sure which calls for registration of 
men October 16: 


Selective service consists of four 


*;iteps, which singly and in the group, 


have been developed to operate with 
the fairness and justice characteristic 
of free, democratic institutions. These 
steps are: Registration, classification, 
selection and induction. 
£ Wednesday, October 16 has been set 


aside, on which day every male be- 
tween 21 and 35, , inclusive, will be 
expected.—to., report:—to--a->-neighbor- 
hood precinct to fill out a registration 
card and a registration 
certificate. 


The certificate issued to the indivi- 


%dual will be carried by him as a 


testimonial to his acceptance of tile 
fundamental obligation 
of 
citizfn- 


ship. The registration card will be 
forwarded to the county clerk or 
similar official and will be delivered 
by him to Die local selective service 


'••board. These boards, consisting of 


three men, each appointed by the 
president, upon reconunendations of 
the state governors, will be set up 
in more than 6,000 conununities. When 
the states notify the national dh> 
^cctor of selective service that all of 
the local boards have completed this 
work, a national drawing by lot will 
determine the order of priority of the 
registrants in each local board area. 
The national priority list will be 
furnished to the local boards and the 
Corresponding order of selection will 
be entered on the registration cards 
in their custody. 


The priority established by 
the 


drawing will determine the order in 
which questionnaires will be mailed 
to the registrants. Upon rccept of 
these questionnaires the 
registrants 


will enter on these forms pertin- 
ent facts on the basis of which their 
final classification will, be determined.

Four Classifications 


£? After the return of these question 
iiHircs, the local board, after due con 
hidcralion, will place the registrants 
in one of four classes. In Class I 
will be those who arc available for 
immediate service; in Class II, those 
who arc deferred because of the cs- 
*ential character of the service they 
arc rendering in their present oc- 
cupations; in Class III those indivi- 
duals who should be deferred because 
of individuals dependent upon them 
for support; in Class IV those spe- 
^ifieally deferred by the terms of the 
"ct. 


The total number 
of individuals 


needed by the armed forces will be 
prorated among the several states. In 
this allocation due consideration will 
he given to the number of men al- 
^a&dy furnished by the state for our 
military forces. Within each state a 
quota, in a similar manner, will be 
divided among the local boards. Thus, 
each locality will be asked to furnish 
its fair share of individuals for in- 
duction into our armed forces. 
* In cacli of these local board areas 
individuals between the ages of 18 and 
35 will be offered an opportunity 
to 


volunteer for a one-year period of 
service and training. Such applicants 
will be accepted before any other in- 
j#viduals are stlected, provided they 
are suitable for military service. It 
will be the duty of the loedl board to

Most of the laws fixing awaitng per- 


\ods are directed at the so called 
"Gretna Green' marriages which have 
aroused public opinion in various sec- 
tions of the country, according to 
the Council of State Governments. 


Twenty-three states require either 


advance notice of intention to wed 
before a license will be issued or a 
waiting period between issuance of 
the license and the marriage. 


Eighteen have pre-marital health 


test laws, eleven of Uiese also having 
statutory waiting periods. 


Longest waiting period is six days,

Among the new and the old Amer- 


idans undoubtedly there are trai- 
tors and grafters, profiteers, trouble- 
makers and termites. The past did not 
lack them; the present should not be 
inrapable of dealing with them. 


But the world is different now, they 


tell me. You could wait for the grow- 
th of a fighting unity once, now it 
must be full-grown in. an instant. 
It is true. But we made speed here. 
We have made it not only on wheels 
but on wires—without wires. Some- 
times now we swoop in decision lika 
a dive bomber. We may be quickly 
wrong, but that is not lack of unity. 
That is somebody's minority opin- 
ion. Maybe mine. 


But today decision must not only 


be swift in emergency, it must be 
also continuous, implacable, maintain- 
ed. There was a continuity which ran 
12 years from the election of Hard- 
ing to the defeat, of Hoover—a con- 
tinuity in the American mind which 
ran at least from 1920 to the decision- 
making disaster in the fall of 1929.

Three Outstanding Sagas of the Sea 


For Fall Reading 


The sea has washed up some fine 


books in its time. It has' provided 


three extraordinarily "good, titles . to 
wind up'the summer's reading or to 
start"the fall's. 


It is .hard to evaluate either as most 
mportant. The first, Felix Riesen? 
berg's "The" Pacific Ocean" (Whittic- 
sey House: $3), is significant as the 
nitial Volume of a projected "Oceans 
of the World" series. It is also the 
ate sea master's last book. The 'se- 
cond, "Conquest 
of the Seas," by 


Frank C. Bowen (McBride: $3.50), is 
noteworthy as a companion volume to 
Bowen's earlier absorbing book pub- 
lished in 1938, "America Sails the 
Seas." The third, "The Caribbean," 
by W. Adolphe Roberts (Bobbs-Mer- 
rill: $3.50), is timely .vital as the story 
of America's sea of destiny. 


Unfortunately, 
RiesenDerg"s book 


follows close on the publication of Van 
Loon's story of the. Pacific, but you 
will find t vastly superior. There have 
been few sea writers to-excel or ecjual 
that bewhiskered old historian 'and 
salt, elix Riesenberg. In this, his 
last book, he writes the biography of 
the Pacific from Balboa to the Pan 
American clipper planes. Here • is a 
story studded with 'the exploits of 
Magellan, Drake, Cook, Dampier, Ban- 
couver, Anson, Perry, Wilkes and 
many others. 


Smaller but an ocean with great 


history also is the Caribbean, arid 
W. Adolphe Roberts has managed to 
glean the best of it in his book. 
Like Risenberg, he lias had genuine 
drama to play with, too, and fabu- 
lous characters: Pizarro, Sir Henry 
Morgan, Toussaint 
1'Ouverture, Si"- 


mpn Bolivar, merely to scratch the 
list.

Finally, Roberts ends on a vital 


note. "One thing is sure,".' he says, 
"the Caribbean is tfje Mediterranean 
of the west and, if the present war 
reaches the New. World, or totali- 
tarianism dominates the Old, the sea's 
strategic importance will be greater 
than at any time in the 448 years 
since the coming of Columbus." 


In "Conquest of the Seas," Frank 


C. Bowen takes the whole epic sweep 
of ocean conquest for his story, dis- 
covery, trade, privateering, romance, 
naval power. This is the sea from 
the dawn of history to the 20th cen- 
tury. As in "America Sails the Seas", 
A. J. H. Macpherson of. London has 
released his famous collection of mari- 
time prints for this book. The re- 
sult is lavish illustration. What Mr. 
Bowen might lack in narrative, the 
art will supply.

Pigeons Fly in 
Any Weather 


Army Officers 
Hove Developed 
Night Fliers

months of effort, army officers at Fort 
Monmouth have developed a unique 
strain d night-flying carrier pigeons. 


Experiments with night fliers were 


.'larlod shortly after World War I. 
But only during thc Insl 10 years has 
there been emphasis on their train- 
ing. 


When the first experiments were 


slr.rlcd nl Fort Monmoulh, Ihe train- 
ers were working against Ihc ac- 
cepted theory that homing pigeons will 
roost upon thc approach of darkness 
and will not fly if released after dark. 


Some Were Confused 


One of the white lofls was sel aside 


for Iho night fliers. At dusk every 
day, 
the birds were released and al- 


lowed to return home. Gradually, the 
distance they flew was increased. 


Then the birds were taken short 


distances from thc loft in complete 
darkness. Some shot straight for home. 
Others were bewildered. 


The wenk were weeded from thc 


strong and the latter bred more night 
birds. 


Success 


By 1930, successes were more fre- 


quent thnn failures. Thc birds were 
actually homing from 20-to-60 miles 
away. 


Today night fliers released in com- 


plete darkness will shoot unerringly 
for their home loft. Illuminated at 
first by the soft glow of red lights, 
thc lofts now !ire in total darkness. 


Instinct alone guides thc birds, Cap- 


tain I. L. Kaufmann, signal officer 
says.

George Woods used a hew technique 
to rescue duaks threatened by a 
drying pot hole.

Mother 
and ducklings waddled right down 
thc lane to thc next pond.

so that by checking on their arrival 
time at tthe home loft he is able to 
determine thc speed of the pigeons' 
flight.

of their fear of darkness, arc faster 
than day messengers.
